Prospectors for Truth 


As men seek gold or uranium, so 
the Christian sheuld hunt diligently in 
the Bible for more of divine truth. All 
that we need for this life has been given 
to us in the Word of God, but one of 
the wonders of it is that there is always 
more to learn. The Christian life has 
many paradoxes, and one of them is that 
we may know satisfaction and dissatis- 
faction at the same time. We may “have 
peace with God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ” (Rom, 5:1), and know a great 
deal about “the peace of God, which 
Ppasseth all understanding” (Phil. 4:7), 
and yet be fully conscious that the 
Spirit of God needs to have more com- 
plete control of our life, that the love 
of God has not yet filled every small 
channel of our hearts, and that there 
are still ways in which we need to be 
“made conformable unto his death” 
(Phil. 3:10). It shows a deadly indif- 


ference or even backsliding when there 
is no longing in the heart to know the 
Lord Jesus Christ better. God loves 
the seeking heart, for He says much in 
Scripture about it. In his great charge 
to Solomon David said, “Know thou the 
God of thy father, and serve him with 
a perfect heart and with a_ willing 
mind: for the Lord searcheth all hearts, 
and understandeth all the imaginations 
of the thoughts: if thou seek him, he 
will be found of thee; but if thou for- 
sake him, he will cast thee off for ever” 
(1 Chron. 28:9). Ezra had “the good 
hand of his God upon him. For Ezra 
had prepared his heart to seek the law 
of the Lord, and to do it, and to teach 
in Israel statutes and judgments” (Ezra 
7:9, 10). He testified to the king, “The 
hand of our God is upon all them for 
good that seek him” (8:22). The Psalm- 
ist said: “And they that know thy name 
will put their trust in thee: for thou, 
Lord, hast not forsaken them that seek 
thee” (9:10); “Your heart shall live that 
seek God” (69:32); “Blessed are they 
that keep his testimonies, and that seek 
him with the whole heart” (119:2). 


Through Jeremiah God promised, “And 
ye shall seek me, and find me, when ye 
shall search for me with all your heart” 
(Jer. 29:13). And the prophet testified, 
“The Lord is good unto them that wait 
for him, to the soul that seeketh him” 
(Lam, 3:25). After Daniel had received 
the great vision of ages to come, he said, 
“And I set my face unto the Lord God, 
to seek by prayer and supplications, 
with fasting, and sackcloth, and ashes” 
(9:3). The same truth runs through 
the New Testament: “But seek ye first 
the kingdom of God, and his righteous- 
ness” (Matt. 6:33); “If ye then be risen 
with Christ, seek those things which 
are above, where Christ sitteth on the 
right hand of God” (Col. 3:1); “He that 
cometh to God must believe that he is, 
and that he is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek him” (Heb. 11:6). So, 
as we rejoice in our union with Christ, 
let us be ever on the lookout for new 
nuggets of truth, for a more complete 
knowledge of Him and the power of 
His resurrection, and pray that even in 
us “he shall see of the travail of his 
soul, and shall be satisfied” (Isa. 53:11).

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great prosperity and free from the ills 
of the godly. Their very prosperity 
made them proud, arrogant, blasphe- 
mous, oppressive. In the sanctuary the 
writer of Psalm 73 saw that the pros- 
perity of the wicked was short-lived, 
that they were “utterly consumed with 
terrors,” while the Lord was the “por- 
tion,” the inheritance of the godly, for 
ever (vs. 17-28). 

We cannot deny that the good do 
suffer; they are not immune from dis- 
ease, danger, disaster, death. Thou- 
sands of God’s choicest saints have been 
lifelong invalids. In the time of war, 
earthquake, tornado, storm, flood, epi- 
demic, the godly and ungodly are fellow 
sufferers. A recent paper told of a sad 
calamity that befell a group of aged 
godly women in a seaside rest home. 
Before retiring they had gathered for 
evening worship. Outside a terrific gale 
was raging and suddenly it brought 
down a fifteen-foot chimney, which 
crashed into the room where these godly 
souls were assembled, killing some and 
severely injuring others. Godliness is 
no guarantee of security against those 
ills common to mankind. If it were, 
possibly the Christian faith would be 
more attractive and popular, Many 
Galileans followed Christ because they 
thought they would be secure from 
hunger and want the rest of their days. 
All too soon they were disillusioned, dis- 
appointed, and they deserted Him (John 
6: 60-66). 

The Lord Jesus did not promise His 
followers a safe and easy life. On the 
eve of His own terrible suffering and 
death on the cross He told them, “In the 
world ye shall have tribulation” .(John 
16:33). Those who accepted Him as 
their leader must be prepared to tread 
the path of suffering, self-sacrifice; to 
shoulder a heavy cross; to endure the 
hate, hostility of evil men; and some 
would suffer a cruel martyrdom for His 
name’s sake. After revealing what His 
followers would suffer from the chil- 
dren of this world, He said, “Whosoever 
doth not bear his cross and come after 
me, cannot be my disciple” (Luke 14: 
27). . Who was more devoted to Christ 
than the Apostle Paul? And yet his very 
loyalty brought him stripes, stoning, 
shipwreck, weariness and pain, hunger 
and thirst, cold and nakedness (2 Cor. 
6:4, 5), and, ultimately, death (2 Tim. 
4:6). Right down through the centuries, 
and especially in our own lifetime, mil- 
lions of faithful followers of Christ have 
endured terrible sufferings for His sake. 
Godliness is no guarantee of security 
against suffering; rather does it move 
men to hate and persecute those who 
practice it, for “all that will live godly 
in Christ Jesus shall suffer persecu- 
tion” (2 Tim. 3:12). At any moment 
the Christian may become the victim of 
the. greed, the malice, the cruelty, the 
thoughtless passions of «the ungodly. 
Man’s insatiable lust for wealth, for 
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power makes him soulless, and he is 
prepared to use any means, however 
unethical and inhuman, to gain his own 
selfish ends. How true it is that “man’s 
inhumanity to man makes countless 
thousands mourn”! 

God often interposes in answer to the 
prayers of His own, and grants them 
protectiom and deliverance in miraculous 
ways. But we must not think we have 
a right to expect special immunity in 
time of war, revolution, epidemic, flood, 
If we do we shall suffer cruel disillu- 
sionment, and our faith will be found 
to be inadequate in the evil day. Is it 
right and worthy to expect to be ex- 
cepted when all other mortals suffer? 
If faith is to stand the test of time and 
circumstance then it must be deeply 
grounded in truth. Our ultimate secur-

Notes on Open Letters 


How Long Did It Take 
To Build Noah’s Ark? 


Is there in the Bible any statement 
directly or inferentially sustaining the 
reiterated statement that Noah was 
120 years in building the ark?—An 
Ohio reader. 


Undoubtedly the statement is based on 
Genesis 6:3 which says, “And the Lord 
said, My spirit shall not always strive 
with man, for that he also is flesh: yet 
his days*shall be an hundred and twenty 
years.” Atthe end of chapter five it says 
that “Noah was five hundred years 
old,” and in chapter 7, verse 6, it says 
that “Noah was six hundred years old 
when the flood of waters was upon the 
earth.” There is nothing to show con- 
clusively that it took Noah 120 years 
to build the ark. There is a ref- 
erence to the construction of the ark in 
1 Peter 3:20, but nothing is said of the 
time required. On the meaning of the 
120 years, the Times believes the view 
taken by Lange’s Commentary is rea- 
sonable: “According to the Targums, 
Luther, and many others, as well as 
Delitsch and Keil, God appoints a re- 
prieve of grace for 120 years, which is 
yet to be granted to men. 

Charles Wesley finds a lesson for us 
in Genesis 6:3 as he did in so many other 
passages of Scripture. In 1762 he wrote 
“Short Hymns on Select Passages of 
the Holy Scriptures,” and these poetic 
gems are found in an old book entitled 
“Charles Wesley Seen in His Finer and 
Less Familiar Poems,” now unfortu- 
nately out of print. On the phrase, “My 
spirit shall not always strive with man,” 
he writes: 


Yet for a time He strives with all: 
O may He strive with me, 

Till, quite recovered from its fall, 
My soul is all like Thee!

had risen from its below water 

landing level, where it had been 
for some days, to a safe landing height. 
To both Mr. Bond and me, who were 
to go in on the first trip, this was a 
direct answer to prayer, as well as a 
sign from the Lord that He was defi- 
nitely behind our going in. The early 
morning of Saturday the twenty-second 
of January, therefore, found us both 
with our sixty-pound packs, together 
with other equipment, at the Sentani 
Airstrip ready to embark in the Chris- 
tian and Missionary Alliance Sealand,

twin-engined amphibian plane, which ‘ 


was piloted by Mr. E. Ulrich. A goodly 
number of missionaries from other soci- 
eties were present to witness our de- 
parture, and to offer us a final word of 
encouragement. 

At exactly 7.50 a.m. the plane taxied 
up the runway. The last sight of our 
loved ones filled us with mixed emo- 
tions, for they knew only too well, as 
we also, what perils and uncertainties 
lay before us. A few minutes later we 
were in the air. 

The first part of our flight lay in a 
southwesterly direction toward Arch- 
bold Lake, and as we gained altitude 
we could see the dense malarial-in- 
fested jungle slip away underneath us. 
It was not long ere the great Idenburg 
River came into view, winding its way 
westward. Immediately afterward a 
large dividing range was crossed, and 
within a matter of minutes we were over 
Archbold Lake. From here on the pilot 
flew over the route we would be trek- 
king, for familiarization purposes, set- 
tling down finally, in a most graceful 
manner, on the famous Baliem River 
at approximately 9.30 a.m. 


The Christian Co-operation of the C.M.A. 


During the next four days three more 
successful flights were made, thereby 
making our total party of nineteen men 
complete in the Baliem by Wednesday 
noon. We do indeed praise God for 
keeping the water at landing level dur- 
ing those days; it was a real answer 
to prayer. It is to be remembered here 
that the Baliem Valley, situated in the 
very heart of Dutch New Guinea, was 
not entered by missionaries until just 
one year previous, at which time the 
C.M.A, made a daring spearhead into 
the valley with three white men and ten 
native helpers. They landed just above 
the site where the Archbold Expedition 
had landed some seventeen years be- 
fore and set up camp. During this year 
the Lord has enabled that mission to 





To the headquarters of the Un- 
evangelized Fields Mission, 306 Bala 
‘Ave., Bala-Cynwyd, Pa., came this 
story, told in a matter-of-fact way, 
of a dangerous and fatiguing trek 
through the jungles and mountains 
of the western end of the island of 
New Guinea. Mr. Veldhuis, who led 
the party, writes: “Each member of 
the party is not only grateful to the 
faithful backing and prayer support 
of those in the homelands, but also 
to the Christian and Missionary 
Alliance, without whose gracious 
assistance the expedition would not 
have been possible. May our own 
U.F.M. Council and Executive, who 
so untiringly stood behind us dur- 
ing the whole trek, hereby also re- 
ceive our deepest and humblest 
appreciation.” This is the first article 
of a modern missionary saga which 
is worthy of a place among the 
annals of the brave heralds of the 
cross in many lands.

consolidate themselves quite firmly in 
the southeasterly tip of the valley, and 
it is due to their gracious Christian 
spirit of co-operation that we were per- 
mitted to commence our operations from 
their base. While at their camp we 
were all most royally treated. Mr. Rose 
and Mr. Bromley gladly inconvenienced 
themselves to assist us in whatever way 
possible. 

On Friday, January 28, our party was 
prepared to set out. By 6.45 a.m. the 
tents had been taken down and folded, 
all equipment packed into the carrying 
frames, and each man was prepared to 
move, carrying an average weight of 
from fifty-five to sixty pounds on his 
back. One carrier carried a tent weigh- 
ing seventy pounds, another a battery 
of sixty pounds, while yet another had 
the responsibility of carrying our trans- 
mitter with which we were to keep 
daily contact with the coast. These car- 
riers, it might be mentioned, were all 
converts from our own Unevangelized 
Fields Mission lowland station of Sengge, 
who volunteered to accompany us, as a 
means of service to their newly found 
Lord. Among them was a married 
couple with two little children, a girl 
of six years and a boy of a year. This 
family would contribute greatly in lend- 
ing an air of friendliness to our party. 
Mr, Bromley, the C.M.A. linguist, was 
also to accompany our party several 
days up the valley for a language check.

His presence proved most valuable, and 
we are deeply grateful to him for the 
assistance he gave us with the language. 
His native carrier, Elisa, a converted 
Kapauku from the Wissel Lakes, also 
proved himself to be invaluable for the 
length of time he was with us, 


After united prayer with the carriers 
we set out in a northwesterly direction 
up the valley. The immediate path led 
us through large garden areas, beauti- 
fully laid out. Around each garden 
area was a fence of either wood or 
stone between three and four feet in 
height. This is to keep out the pigs. 
To continually have to cross these fences 
with a full pack of sixty pounds is not 
only tiring, but it considerably slows 
down the party. The thin air at six 
thousand feet also tends to slow one 
down, especially after being accustomed 
to trekking in the low sea-level marsh 
lands. 


Our Warlike Native Escort 


During our first day on the trail we 
trekked for approximately thirty to 
forty-five minutes and would then rest 
from ten to fifteen minutes. The terrain 
was quite hilly, for we had chosen to 
follow the mountain trail rather than 
that of the lower valley floor, in order 
to avoid the large masses of population 
which we knew to be there. Our patrol 
was quite small, very lightly armed, 
and as we were traveling through com- 
pletely uncontrolled territory, every pos- 
sible precaution had to be taken to avoid 
incidents. Added to this, the natives 
were among the most primitive and 
warlike anywhere in Dutch New Guinea. 


As we trekked along, large groups 
of natives accompanied us carrying their 
twelve to fifteen-foot spears, jabbering 
excitedly, and yelling to and fro. All 
the men were decorated in a most war- 
like, ferocious manner, their faces 
smeared with soot, strings of cowrie 
shells around their necks, with a large 
eight to ten-inch piece of white curved 
shell just under their chins. Some wore 
fantastic headdresses of kus-kus fur, 
while others decorated their heads with 
bird feathers. They wore gourds, typi- 
cal of all highland natives, some short, 
others above shoulder height. Many 
wore hair nets on their heads, while 
others wore a piece of pigskin tightly 
pulled down over the head and fastened 
with a bark woven cord. Practically all 
use pig fat to smear themselves with. 
It was repeatedly noticed that many of 
these natives, both men and women, had 
the first one or two joints of several 
fingers missing. They are amputated 
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native style as a means of mourning for 
the dead. 

After trekking for several hours the 
Wamena River was reached, and crossed 
on a rope suspension bridge. Camp was 
later pitched some distance to the west 
of the Wamena at about two p.m. Large 
groups of curious natives gathered round 
the camp to witness the erection of the 
tents and to offer us sugar cane and 
sweet potatoes in return for cowrie 
shells. Mr. Bromley gave several in- 
jections of penicillin, which seems to 
be an excellent means of contact. 

Toward evening two _pigs were 
brought to the camp to be sold. One 
was purchased for fifteen cowrie shells 
and the other for-a hatchet. The owner 
of the first animal assured us that it 
would be in order to kill the pig our- 
selves in ‘our own manner, but when 
this was done he was most displeased. 
It took another cowrie shell to appease 
him. The second animal was killed in 
the real highland fashion, that of be- 
ing held by two natives, one holding 
its front feet and the other the rear, 
while a third man shoots an arrow into 
the animal’s heart at about a foot dis- 
stance. After this the pig is held over 
the flames and its hair removed. It is 
then either steamed in a pit with hot 
stones, or roasted over the fire. You 
are then invited to squat down in a 
circle with the natives and eat the por- 
tion which they present to you. To 
refuse is a definite sign of unfriendli- 
ness. 

The following morning we set out 
at 645. Some thirty minutes later 
we passed beyond the first group of 
people and entered a no-man’s land, into 
which the natives refused to accom- 
pany us. The party continued on alone, 
therefore, crossing a few very steep 
ridges, and within a reasonable length 
of time entered a new, populated area. 
Immediately shouts could be heard from 
various parts of the hills ahead, for the 
natives had already seen our approach 
and many came running toward us with 
their spears. Friendly contact was soon 
made, however, when they were pre- 
sented with razor blades and red hand- 
kerchiefs which we mostly used as a 
means of contact. My shaving mirror 
kept them particularly amused for quite 
some time. 

It was toward three in the afternoon 
that we finally pitched camp at the 
junction of a small creek. All day we 
had been accompanied by large crowds 
of wild, yelling natives and we were 
exhausted beyond words. 

It was evident that we were in a very 
heavily populated area, for villages 
could be seen all around us. These peo- 
ple, moreover, seemed less friendly than 
those we had seen previously, un- 
doubtedly because they had had far less 
contact with the outside world. A bush 
knife was stolen from one of the carriers’ 
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packs, which was later recovered, but 
which caused a somewhat strained at- 
mosphere Again a goodly number gath- 
ered around the camp, not leaving until 
dark. 

As the following day was Sunday we 
remained in camp, but it definitely be- 
gan to appear that it is not a wise policy 
for such a small party to remain too 
long in the center of a strange, heavily 
populated area, as the natives gradually 
build up evil intentions in their minds. 

We found this to be so, for during 
that Sunday the natives became more 
bold and demanding. Some endeavored 
to pull down parts of our makeshift 
fence, while others crawled through the 
grass. in an attempt to steal goods 
out of the tents. One thrust a spear 
within inches of one of our carriers’ 
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throat in order to frighten them. Their 
gesturings certainly indicated no good, 
and we were constantly on our watch. 
One could not help but feel that he was 
in Satan’s territory. The following 
morning, therefore, the party commenced 
trekking at six o’clock, and within two 
hours we had passed from this group 
of people into another no-man’s land, 
where, at the summit of a high ridge, 
overlooking the valley, we set up our 
radio transmitter and contacted Sen- 
tani. It was a particularly cool morn- 
ing and we all felt in excellent spirits. 
The country around us was a low grass- 
land, and ferns, various types of rhodo- 
dendrons, as well as wild raspberries, 
could be seen growing on either side 
of the path.

Caring for and Interesting Visitors 


Four ways to encourage visitors to return to your school 


OR some years my daughter and I 

had been trying to help care for 
visitors in our own church, but recently 
she had an opportunity to study this 
question from the visitor’s viewpoint. 
She was spending some months in a 
city in another state. As there were 
several churches of like faith and order 
in that city, she decided to visit some 
of these before choosing the one which 
she would attend regularly. 

She visited first the one nearest to 
her, though it was nearly a mile away 
and could not be reached by bus. In 
this Sunday school she had an excellent 
teacher, but although several of the 
members had to pass by or close to the 
place where she was staying, no one 
offered her a ride, even when it snowed. 

Next she visited some of the churches 
that she could reach by bus. In one 
of these the members were more cor- 
dial, but the teacher was so lacking in 
knowledge of the Bible that my daugh- 
ter felt that it would afford neither 
pleasure nor profit to attend there regu- 
larly. In one church visitors were asked 
to stand, but although she lingered until 
almost everyone had left, the only per- 
son who spoke to her was the woman 
who had sat next to her. The others 
were too busy visiting with each other 
to speak to anyone else. As she had 
stood near the door of the assembly 
room before entering for Sunday school, 
the minister of education had stopped 
near her to carry on a lengthy conversa- 
tion with one of the members, but had 
ignored her entirely. Naturally, the 
card of welcome and invitation to return 
that he mailed to her that week failed 
to impress her. 

As she wished to belong to and work 
in a church in which the members had 
a spirit of co-operation and of interest 
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in others, she visited other churches 
still farther away. To reach one of 
these she not only had to go by bus, 
but had to transfer twice; therefore, she 
did not at first seriously consider select- 
ing that church. However, each time 
she visited there, both young and old 
gave her such a warm welcome, and 
the teacher was so well prepared and 
showed so much interest in both pupils 
and visitors, that she decided it would 
be worth getting up half an hour earlier 
and all the extra effort to attend this 
Suday school. It did not require quite 
so much extra effort as she had sup- 
posed, as the friendly members often 
went out of their way to take her home 
after the services, including the weekly 
visitation of absentees, visitors, and 
other prospects. After a few visits to 
this church my daughter joined not 
only the Sunday school, but the church 
and was soon teaching in the Sunday 
schoo] herself—all because those people 
knew how to care for and interest vis- 
itors. 

I have been fortunate in attending 
churches that did look after the visitors, 
especially is this true of the one I have 
been attending this year. We always 
have visitors and they always receive 
a warm welcome. On September 18, 
there were seventy-nine visitors in the 
whole school. Twenty-four of these 
were in the Young People’s Depart- 


ment, most of them students entering . 


the various colleges here; many of these 
were prospects for our school. Since 
then the young people of our Sunday 
school have given a party for the stu- 
dents. 

On Sunday morning the chairman of 
the reception committee stands at the 
door and welcomes everyone who comes, 
so that the friendly atmosphere is felt

at once. The Adult 2 Department, to 
which I belong, meets for opening as- 


sembly in the main auditorium of the | 


church. The associate superintendent of 
this department arrives early, stands in 
the vestibule, and tries to get the names 
and addresses of all visitors to our de- 
partment. During the assembly she in- 
troduces these, and any other visitors 
whom she may have failed to see, ask- 
ing each one to stand. Along with the 
introduction she gives a “thought for 
the day.” She says that she does this 
in order to keep the introduction from 
becoming monotonous. In addition to 
this, we have a well-planned assembly 
program. At the close of the assembly 
those sitting near the visitors speak to 
them before going to classes. 

In our class, the first vice-president 
again introduces the visitors, giving not 
only names and home addresses, but 
the names of persons whom they are 
visiting in the city. The visitors enjoy 
our teacher, a former missionary to Af- 
rica, who can give many interesting 
illustrations from her own experience. 
After class the members speak to vis- 
itors and invite them to come again or, 
if they live*tin the city, and are not 
already attending elsewhere, they invite 
them to join the class. 

Instead of a closing assembly, the re- 
port of the Sunday school attendance is 
given at the opening of the worship 
service. Either the pastor or the min- 
ister of music speaks words of welcome 
to all visitors and requests that they 
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hold up their hands and receive vis- 
itors’ cards. Later these cards are care- 
fully sorted and the names of any pros- 
pects for the Sunday school are turned 
over to the committees of the various 
departments to be visited the following 
week. 

Sometimes along with the visitors’ 
cards the ushers give copies of our little 
church paper. One Sunday recently, 
one of the classes in our department 
furnished bdéutonnieres for the visitors. 
One was placed inside each visitor’s card 
with the request that the visitors pin on 
these flowers. I thought this was an 
excellent idea; it not only helped the 
visitors to have that “I’m glad I came” 
feeling, but it helped us to recognize 
them more easily afterwafd. 

Once my daughter was trying to en- 
courage some members of a church to 
speak to visitors. One woman said that 
she was afraid to speak to strangers. 
My daughter asked if she would speak 
to a person who came to her home. Of 
course she would. “This is your church 
home,” my daughter replied, “and it is 
your privilege to welcome visitors.” 

From observation and ‘experience I 
would say that the most important 
points in caring for and interesting vis- 
itors are: 

1. Make them feel 
home. ; : 

2. Have an interesting assembly pro- 
gram, 

3. Provide good teachers for all classes. 

4. Do some follow-up work.

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An Army Man’s Deliverance From Drink 


When hospitals and “‘cures”’ had failed—but God worked the miracle 


NTO the home of a consecrated couple 

there came one evening a man and 
his wife and three small children, They 
had journeyed many miles to make the 
«visit to friends they had not seen for 
a long while. 

The husband and father was a mili- 
tary man in his forties, but had become 
an alcoholic. He looked far older than 
his years, and his nerves were in such 
a condition that he shook as with the 
palsy. While driving his car four hun- 
dred miles, he had stopped nineteen 
times along the way to get a drink “to 
steady his. nerves.” 

The friends he visited, the Rev. and 
Mrs, Frank P. Lawrence, conduct the 
Water Street Mission, in Lancaster, Pa., 
where many men hopelessly addicted to 
drink drift in from time to time, and, 
through the faithful ministry of the 
superintendent and his wife, many are 
set free from the bondage and begin 
a new life in Christ. Often they stay 
around the Mission for a time, being 
instructed and encouraged_in their faith, 
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and built up in the knowledge of the 
Lord and of His Word. Then they go 
forth to live lives of usefulness, trusting 
in the power of the Holy Spirit io keep 
them close to the Lord. 

But this man was somewhat different. 
He was respected and respectable. He 
had gone to hospitals and “cures” to 
be delivered from his drink addiction, 
but nothing had helped him. He was 
an absolute slave to alcoholic drink. He 
loved his ‘family, and feared for them 
as he drove his car, his only hope being 
more. and more of the drink. 

There was a Gospel meeting in the 
Mission hall that night, and the visiting 
family attended. They listened, as man 
after man arose and testified to what 
the Lord Jesus had done ‘for them in 
delivering them from their slavery to 
the drink habit and in keeping them in 
the hour of temptation. 

Then to everyone’s surprise, this mili- 
tary man stepped out to the front of 
the hall and quietly and definitely took 
the Lord Jesus as his Saviour, too. The 
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family stayed in the home of the Mis- 
sion superintendent that night, and the 
next morning began the long drive back 
home. A few days later the following re- 
markable letter came to the superin- 
tendent. It is quoted only in part: 


You will be happy to know that we 
arrived safely in but tired, 
about 9 p.m. at night, after a wonder- 
ful trip through the mountains of 
northern Pennsylvania. The scenery 
was beautiful, and the Lord watched 
over us and guided on the entire trip. 

The purpose of this letter is to tell 
you how happy we all are that we 
made the trip to Lancaster. As I told 
you, the purpose of the trip was my 
desire to accept Jesus Christ as my 
Saviour in the mission of those who 
had first presented me to my wonder- 
ful wife. 

On the trip, I actually found that 
God answers prayer for those who 
accept Him. When we drove away 
from Lancaster I did’ not believe it 
possible in any way for me, with the 
condition of my nerves, to drive that 
four hundred miles home without tak- 
ing on a cargo of alcohol to steady 
myself, especially with the responsi- 
bility of my wife and three children 
in the car. But I knew that I had 
accepted Him as my Saviour and that 
my prayers would be answered, and 
He would watch over them. As we 
drove, both Ruth and I prayed. 

As we drove and prayed, a new life 
came into me in my ‘driving. My 
nerves became more relaxed, We even 
laughed as we passed the VFW and 
Legion posts along the route, .where 
before I found the necessity to stop. 
We had lunch at one town, and then 
to cap it off, an ice cream soda, my 
first in a long, long time. I became 
more and more amazed at what was 
transpiring in me. As we neared 
home, I knew I had been accepted by 
the Lord and that a real prayer had 
been answered, for there is no power 
in the world, no physical power, that 
could have gotten me to do what I did, 
and brought me home calm but very 
happy. He showed me, on the very 
first day of my new life, that He could 
do more for me in one day than all 
the doctors and hospitals could do in 
a lifetime. Oh, how I praise the Lord! 

Ruth and I now pray together, and 
we pray that He shall lead us into 
that which He would have me do. We 
know our prayers will be answered. 

Again we both wish to tell you 
how much we enjoyed our trip and 
visit with you, and how much it meant 
to us.

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 
IS prophet with the strange name 
leaves us with several problems on 
our hands. The name Habakkuk 
can mean either “embracing” or “being 
embraced.” Luther takes the former 
meaning and applies it to the prophet’s 
tender care for his people. Others pre- 
fer the second and see in it a reference 
to the fact that he was embraced by 
God in days of crisis and trouble. 

The time of Habakkuk’s ministry is 
uncertain. Since he prophesies of the 
coming of the Chaldeans, it must be be- 
fore that event. Leaving out of account 
the suggestions of those who try to elim- 
inate the predictive qualities of the 
oracle, opinion generally ranges from 
the latter days of Manasseh to the days 
of Josiah. It is clear from 1:5 that the 
generation then living was to see the 
judgment foretold. The moral conditions 
described in 1:2-4 would better suit the 
days of Manasseh, but more people liv- 
ing in Josiah’s day wopld witness the 
events predicted. 

The subscript (3:19b) to chapter three, 
which is really a psalm, suggests that 
Habakkuk was a Levite, having the priv- 
ilege of taking part in the service of 
song in the liturgy of the Temple. We 
remember that two of the prophets— 
Jeremiah and Ezekiel—were priests 
(Jer, 1:1; Ezek. 1:3). The Levites be- 
longed to the same tribe, but were not 
of the house of Aaron. 

The first two chapters of Habakkuk 
are in the form of a dialogue between 





the prophet and God, in which the situ- 
ation of Judah and its enemies is dis- 
cussed. The third chapter is a poem, 
.Or psalm, set to music, and was doubt- 
less included in the Temple ritual dur- 
ing the closing years of the kingdom. It 
is noticeable that, although so much of 
the little book speaks of sin and judg- 
ment, it ends on a lofty note of faith 
and confidence (3:17-19). 


Verse by. Verse 

Hab. 1:1.—“The burden which Habak- 
kuk the prophet did see.” God’s message 
is a “burden” which finds relief only in 
the delivery of it. It is specially heavy 
when it is weighted with judgment. 

Verse 2.—“O Lord, how long shall I 
cry ... unto thee of violence, and thou 
wilt not save!” Violence is stalking the 
land. Habakkuk is grieved and cries 
out to God, but God is silent, as if utterly 
indifferent, 

Verse 3.—‘“Why dost thou shew me 
iniquity, and cause me to behold griev- 
ance ... strife and contention.” It is 
as if God were giving the, prophet a 
“conducted tour,” making him see all 
the forms of evil filling the nation. The 
prophet is nauseated with the sight. 

Verse 4.—“Therefore the law is slacked 

. wrong judgment proceedeth.” Be- 


cause of the prevalence of evil, law and _ 


justice are weakened and perverted. 
Justice, instead of triurnphing over in- 
iquity, is made to serve iniquity. 

Verse 5.—‘“Behold ye’ among the 
heathen . .. a work in your days, which 
ye will not believe...” The surrounding 
nations are invited to*be spectators of 
the judgment which God is about to 


ment will be such as will be beyond 
the credibility of those nations when 
they hear about it. 

Verse 6.—“For, lo, I raise up the Chal- 
deans .. . to possess the dwellingplaces 
that are not their’s.” The movements 
of the nations are in God’s hands. The 
rise as well as the fall of the wicked is 
His doing, and even although they pur- 
sue their own selfish ends, they are 
made to serve the purposes of God. 

Verse 12.—“Art thou not from ever- 
lasting, O Lord . , . we shall not die.. 
thou hast established them for correc- 
tion.” The prophet’s knowledge of the 
character of God assures him that, al- 
though He may smite for chastening and 
correction, He will not utterly destroy 
His own people. 

Verse 13.—“Thou art of purer eyes 
than to behold evil ... wherefore... 
holdest . .. wicked devoureth . . . more 
righteous than he?” Yet it puzzles 
Habakkuk how God, who is so pure and 
holy, can use, as an instrument of judg- 
ment on Judah, a nation still more 
wicked. It seems to him that the less 
wicked should scourge the more wicked. 

Chap, 2:L—“I will stand upon my 
watch ... upon the tower... to see 
what he will say unto me, and what 
I shall answer . . .” The prophet believes 
that God has an answer to his dilemma, 
and he gives himself to waiting upon 
God for that answer. Note the pic- 
turesque language for this exercise of 
waiting. 

Verse 2.—“Write the vision . . . that 
he may run that readeth it.” The an- 
swer is given, not for the prophet only, 
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Lesson for July 10 


but for all who look to God. It is to 
be made so plain that men who have 
stumbled at God’s doings will be able 
to rise up and run with new confidence. 
Notice, it is not “he that runneth may 
read,” but, “he may run that readeth.” 

Verse 3.—“, . . for an appointed time 
_.. though it tarry, wait for it; because 
it will surely come, it will not tarry.” 
For “at the end it shall speak” read “it 
panteth toward the end,” an expression 
indicating with what eagerness the Word 
of God moves toward its fulfillment. 
Any seeming delay does not spell fail- 
ure, but only the sure purpose of God. 
Compare 2 Peter 3:8-15. 

Verse 4.—“Behold, his soul . . . is not 
upright in him: but the just shall live 
by his faith.” Here is the message. 
The righteous will not stumble over the 
prosperity of the wicked and the enlarge- 
ment of the proud. He will look beyond 
and see God on the throne. So “the just 
shall live by his faith.” “We walk by 
faith, not by sight” (2 Cor. 5:7). 


The Heart of the Lesson 


The oracle of Habakkuk is unique in 
its form. It is a dialogue between the 
prophet and God. In it the prophet 
waxes very bold, stating his thoughts 
and feelings with utter frankness. 

First of all Habakkuk complains of 
the iniquity and the violence which strut 
unashamed throughout the land, and of 
God’s apparent indifference to it all 
(1:2-4). The whole tone of these verses 
seems like a challenge to God, as much 
as to ask, “What are you going to do 
about it?” 

God answers (vs. 5-11) that He is pre- 
paring an instrument of judgment for 
the smiting of Judah. This judgment is 
to fall in the generation then living, 
and is to be such as men could scarcely 
believe. The cruel, rapacious, insati- 
able Chaldeans are to be God’s sword 
against His own people. They will be 
invincible, yet they will not give glory 
to God, but ascribe their victories to 
their own false deity. 

God's answer puzzles the prophet more 
than ever. He has acknowledged Judah’s 
ripeness for the rod, but to be smitten 
by a still more wicked nation seems to 
Habakkuk a complete reversal of all 
justice. He foresees the Chaldeans in 
their triumphant sweep over the nations, 
like fishermen dragging in great hauls 
of fish in their nets. To give such vic- 
tory and prosperity to a wicked nation, 
especially when it involves the destruc- 
tion of God’s own people, is utterly for- 
eign to the prophet’s thinking, and he 
expresses his astonishment in vivid 
terms (vs, 12-17). But he does the right 
thing with his problem. He believes 
that there is an explanation, and he 
decides to wait upon God till he receives 
it (2:1). 

God does not disappoint His prophet. 
“The secret of the Lord is with them 
that fear him.” Habakkuk, therefore, in

his watchtower, receives God’s answer to 
his dilemma (vs. 2-20). It is a twofold 
answer. First, it is a call to a life of 
faith (vs. 2-4). Whatever the appear- 
ances of the moment, God’s people must 
believe that the issues rest with God and 
that they will be good and right. 

In the second place, God indicates that 
while He uses the Chaldeans for pur- 
poses of chastening, their turn will come. 
Their judgment is sure. Their pride, 
their cruelty, their violence, their injus- 
tices, their drunkenness, their idolatries 
will all be recompensed. In the end, 
God shall be known in all the earth, 
and be the center of the worship of the 
nations, 

It is no wonder that, with such a vision 
before him, the prophet is moved to 
express his soul in a solemn, yet joyful, 
psalm, ending with a glorious example 
of the faith that must mark the people 
of God (3:17-19).

“by faith, and so enter into life. 
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just shall live by his faith.” Paul laid 
it as the foundation of his teaching, us- 
ing it in Romans (1:17), Galatians (3: 
11), and Hebrews (10:38)—if, indeed, 
Paul wrote Hebrews. Luther took up 
the text from Paul. By it he was him- 
self emancipated from the whole system 
of salvation by works which so marked 
the Roman Church. With it he defied 
the Roman hierarchy, and it became the 
great liberating motto of the whole Ref- 
ormation movement, 

But this text is not simple. It has more 
than one emphasis, as Paul's use of it 
clearly shows. In Romans he rings the 
changes on the fact that we are justified 
In Gala- 
tians he has a somewhat different em- 
phasis. The life that we live as justi- 
fied men is a life of faith. Then in 
Hebrews much is made of that faith by 
which the justified man lives, both in 
definition and in example. As Habak- 
kuk first uses the great text, its empha- 
sis is more that of Hebrews than of 
Romans and Galatians. It is an applica- 
tion of faith to the problems and per- 
plexities of life, such as we have in 
Hebrews 11, that the prophet presents 
to us. So this is a text for salvation, 
for sanctification, and for all divine prov- 
idences. 

God and the Nations, We have no dif- 
ficulty in seeing the hand of God in the 
downfall of a wicked nation. But have 
we ever recognized the hand of God in 
the rising up of a wicked nation? Yet 
that is exactly what God says in Habak- 
kuk 1:6—“I raise up the Chaldeans, that 
bitter and hasty nation.” So, then, the 
decree of God extends to evil. He de- 
crees to permit evil. He raises up the 
doer of evil. He turns the evil of the 
evildoer into the channels of the divine 
purpose. But He holds the evildoer 
responsible ‘ for his evil-doing, and 
brings upon him the punishment due. 
The Chaldeans had no thought for the 
will and glory of God, but only for their 
own greed, but God ordained them to 
be His instrument of chastening for His 
own sinning people, and by enlarge- 
ment only prepared the puffed-up Chal- 
deans for their own destruction. So 
today wicked nations may be God's 
scourge, but their judgment is sure. 


Practical Applications 

To some, the sins of God’s people are 
a subject of gossip, to others, a subject 
of prayer. What are they to you? 

When wickedness prospers and justice 
is scoffed at, it is time for the saints 
to cry mightily to God. 

Sins committed in secret are Visited 
in the open. See 1:5. 

The prosperity of the wicked is no 
sign of God’s approval; it is only the 
preparation for their greater calamity. 

When things puzzle you, don’t jump 
to hasty cénclusions: wait for God's an- 
swer. : 
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Golden Text 

Hab, 2:4.—“The just shall live by his 
faith.” Habakkuk—Paul—Luther, and 
the Reformation. That is the “gene- 
alogy” of this text. So with this verse, 
Habakkuk becomes the great-grandfather 
of the Reformation.

“The burden which Habakkuk .. , did 
see” (Hab. 1:1).—Concerning the word 
“burden,” Dr. E. B. Pusey says in his 
“Minor Prophets” (Baker Book House, 
Grand Rapids 6, Mich., 2 vols., $7), “It 
is never placed in the title save when 
the vision is heavy and full of burden 
and toil.” It seems incredible to the 
men of Judah that the Lord would ever 
send His prophets with messages bur- 
dened with threats of judgment to them, 

Were they not the chosen of the Lord? 
Was not Jerusalem the most highly hon- 
ored city in the world? 
have the Temple of God, a divinely ap- 
pointed priesthood, and sacrifices? How 
could God possibly threaten them and 
their capital city with dire judgment?

Isaiah had said to them, “If ye be will- 
ing and obedient, ye shall eat the good 
of the land: but if ye refuse and rebel, 
ye shall be devoured with the sword 

. -” Cga, 1:10, 2). 

Habakkuk’s companion prophet, Jere- 
miah, had been taunted by the false 
prophets concerning this matter. They 
mockingly—not to say. blasphemously— 
inquired, “What is the burden of the 
Lord?” In other words, “Has He any 
new prediction of disaster for us?” These 
false prophets were relating their dreams 
of peace and prosperity to them; so why 
should Jeremiah come along with his 
horrid visions of captivity, desolation, 
and death? The answer was, the Lord 
sent Jeremiah, not the false dreamers. 
See the play on the word “burden” in 
Jeremiah 23:32-40. 

Today, Christendom has many false 
prophets and dreamers who prate about 
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Lesson for July 10 


the “Larger Hope,” and “Universal Sal- 
vation,” including even Satan and Judas! 
All passages of Scripture mentioning 
hell, eternal judgment, and everlasting 
punishment are burdensome to them. 
They labor feverishly to get rid of them 
by explaining them away. And despite 
the fact that the Word says: “... they 
that go down into the pit cannot hope 
for thy truth” (Isa. 38:18), they insist 
that the impenitent will have a second 
chance after death. 

On one occasion Colonel Robert G. 
Ingersoll, the agnostic lecturer, was an- 
nounced to give an address on hell. He 
declared he would prove conclusively 
that hell was a wild dream of some 
scheming theologians who invented it 
to terrify credulous people. As he was 
launching into his subject, a_half- 
drunken man arose in the audience and 
exclaimed, “Make it strong, Bob. There’s 
a lot of us poor fellows depending on 
you. If you are wrong, we are all lost. 
So be sure you prove it clear and plain” 
(selected). 

Colonel Ingersoll has gone into eter- 
nity. The warnings against hell are 
still in the Book! And there are num- 
bers of persons today who feel like the 
farmer who said, “I would give my farm 
to the person who could positively prove 
to me that there is no hell!” 

“O Lord, how .long shall I cry, and 

thou wilt not hear!” (Hab. 1:2.)—As the 
prophet considered conditions prevail- 
ing in the nation of Judah, he beheld 
violence, iniquity, spoiling, strife, and 
contention. He prayed to the Lord about 
them, and naturally wondered why the 
Lord did not summarily deal with the 
transgressors among His people. But 
the Lord is longsuffering. 
t As we see the strife, contention, world- 
liness, and divisions in Christendom does 
it affect us sufficiently to cause tears 
to flow from our eyes, and petitions from 
our hearts? 

“If we feel these things, we shall be 
prepared to learn, as Habakkuk. did, 
what the path is that God would have 


His people pursue. And our hearts will | 


be held spellbound in anticipation of the 
bright day when Christ will be mani- 
fested, and when earth’s agelong blight 
will be removed, and the whole scene 
filled with that Which is of God” (H. P. 
Barker). 

In the days of Ezekiel, the men that 
did “sigh and .. . cry for all the abom- 
inations that be done in the midst 
thereof,’ were marked out—and be- 
came a faithful remnant that was spared 
when the judgment fell (Ezek. 9). 

Indifference is a sin whether found 
in saint or sinner. It is a chronic dis- 
ease in the world. An extreme case 
of it was seen when a prominent person 
dropped dead at a card game, in the 
midst of a circle of gay and thoughtless 
friends. _ So little concerned was the 
remainder of the party at the solemn 
event, which had just occurred, that they 
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resolved with hardened indifference to 
play out the game before notifying any- 
one! 


“I will work a work . .. which ye 
will not believe .. .” (Hab. 1:5).—The 
Lord virtually says to His prophet: “I 
have seen all that is going on; I am not in- 
different to it. I will punish the evildoers, 
but in an altogether different way than 
they expect or will believe. I will use 
the bitter and hasty and powerful nation 
of the Chaldeans as My rod to chastise 
them!” At this revelation, the prophet 
was amazed. Would a just God chastise 
transgressors by those who were even 
more sinful? Yes, for God is sovereign! 
Who would believe it? 

“Man never believes that God is in 
earnest, until His judgments come. So 
it was before the Flood, and to Sodom, 
and Lot’s sons-in-law; so it was to Ahab 
and Jezebel; so as to this destruction 
of Jerusalem by the Chaldeans, and that 
which is shadowed forth by the Romans” 
(E. B. Pusey). 

In Acts 13, the Apostle Paul applied 
this Scripture to the work which God 
is doing now, and which is declared in 
the Gospel. This is the greatest work 
which God has ever done; but how com- 
paratively few believe it! 


“ , . but the just shall live by his 
faith” (Hab. 2:4).—The vision which the 
prophet saw, and which he was to write 
on a tablet was really the coming of the 
Lord, as can be seen by verse 14. See 
also Hebrews 10:37, where the “it” of 
verse 3 becomes “he.” Faith would 
make this vision real to the just. To- 
day, believers are “justified by faith” 
(Rom, 1:16, 17; 5:1); and live (or walk) 
by faith (Gal. 3:11; 2 Cor. 5:7).

AY, fellows, it is not difficult to tell 

a down-and-outer that he is off the 
track, that he has made a bad mistake, 
that he should confess his sins, that he 
should accept Jesus Christ as his Sav- 
iour and by His grace live a Christian 
life. But it is not so easy to tell an 
up-and-outer that he is a sinner in the 
sight of God and on his way to hell. It 
takes courage; and more than that, it 
requires a certain loyalty to Christ and 
faith in His power to save. 

I was told of a prominent congressman 
who went to several physicians to find 
out what his ailment was and to get 
relief, but none of them seemed to give 
him a definite answer. Finally he went 
back to his home in a Western state and 
consulted his old family doctor, who 
frankly told him, “You are a leper,” 
which resulted in his going to the Gov- 
ernment hospital in Carville, La., where 
he received healing treatment. 

It was not easy to tell this big man 
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he was a leper, but his old doctor friend 
loved him too well not to tell him, and 
because he told him, the victim of that 
dread disease took prompt measures to 
be cured. 

Many years ago I witnessed for the 
first time the winning of a soul to Christ. 
At my pastor’s invitation I accompanied 
him to talk to a man about his soul. 
On the way, to my surprise, I learned 
we were going to the Capitol to see the 
Secretary of State, and I began to get 
cold feet, but was reassured when the 
pastor said he would do the talking. 
After waiting in the anteroom about 
twenty minutes a clerk told us the Sec- 
retary would see us. After a brief in- 
troduction we were seated by his big 
flat top desk, and to my amazement the 
pastor proceeded at once to tell that 
important man he was a lost sinner; that 
as such, without a Saviour, he was on 
his way to hell, and that in his high posi- 
tion his influence was leading many others 
in the same direction. Then he made 
a simple statement, explaining how Jesus 
Christ died on Calvary to save him from 
the fate of a lost sinner. 

The Secretary of State listened to him 
in silence, and, so far as I could observe, 
with a blank face in front of a blank 
mind. The pastor talked to him about 
his children (his wife was a member 
of the church), and I noticed that the 
Secretary’s eyes began to glisten, then 
he drew out his handkerchief (and I 
drew out mine!), and the next moment 
he reached out his hand and sealed his 
acceptance in a warm clasp with the 
pastor—and also with me! The pastor 
led in prayer for God’s blessing on the 
transaction; and with another warm 
handshaking we left him, after appoint- 
ing the following Sunday for his public 
profession, his baptism, and reception 
into the church membership. The ex- 
perience simply electrified me. .I had 
never witnessed such a thing before, and 
it inspired me with a determination to 
make my first effort in a similar service. 

Fellows, God’s prophets of old had to 
have courage like that; and this Habak- 
kuk, whose prophecy we study today, 
had a high type of moral courage, as 
well as spiritual insight. He cried ynto 
God for mercy and at the same time he 
did not hesitate to tell Judah (and that 
included the king and his ministers—the 
higher ups) how wicked and lawless 
they were, and how inevitable was the 
awful judgment that awaited them. He 
made it so plain that any serious think- 
ing person would be impelled to run and 
give the warning to others. Then he 
told of God’s love and mercy. 

We also are living in an age of vio- 
lence, of injustice, and the widespread 
breaking of God's holy laws. It is the 
duty and the privilege of every Chris- 
tian to recognize it, to name it frankly 
and fearlessly, and to warn the careless 
and indifferent of the judgment to come, 
At the same time it is our privilege to 
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point to the saving love of Jesus, His 
paying of the penalty for our sins, and 
His readiness to save all those who come 
to God by Him. Our ministry is to the 
up-and-outers as well as to the down- 
and-outers.

My Class of Girls

ABAKKUK is the third prophet we 
are going to look at in this series 
of lessons. His Book is the same length 
as that of Zephaniah, three short chap- 
ters. But Habakkuk’s Book is in a dif- 
ferent form—the prophet’s prayers and 
the Lord’s answers to them. Habakkuk, 
like Zephaniah and Jeremiah, was sadly 
aware of the idolatry and wickedness 
going on in Judah, in spite of King 
Josiah’s reforms. Josiah did his best to 
turn the nation back to God, but even 
a king can only control outward be- 
havior. Only the Lord can change hearts. 
Josiah the king did not know all the 
wickedness that was going on under 
cover in his country, although he knew 
enough to make him tremble when he 
read God’s laws promising certain judg- 
ment for disobedience. When a good 
man holds the position of ruler, ungodly 
people try to prevent his finding out 
their bad deeds. The prophets were 
closer to the people and saw more of 
the unrighteousness going on, even when 
the nation was outwardly celebrating 
the Passover exactly as the Lord had 
commanded. 

The first four verses of Habakkuk re- 
cord his prayer to God, because of wrong 
things he saw in Judah that he wanted 
stopped at once. As we read verses 1 
to 3, watch for words describing evils 
that he saw. (Violence, iniquity, griev- 
ance, spoiling, strife, contention.) Yes, 
the rich grabbed what they wanted from 
the poor. There was cheating and quar- 
reling going on instead of righteousness 
and kindness. Verse 4 tells what hap- 
pened when people took their troubles 
to the law. (Justice was not done.) True, 
When even the law courts are corrupt, 
the only thing the righteous can do is 
pray to God. And that is what Habak- 
kuk did. In these first four verses, he 
is saying to the Lord, “I have been pray- 
ing to Thee about the evil conditions 
here, but they don’t get any better.” 

Now let us read Habakkuk 1:5-11 to 
see how the Lord answers him. (He is 
going to let the Chaldean army march 
through Judah and possess it!) Yes, 
God was going to let Nebuchadnezzar 
and his army capture the nation of 
Judah as punishment for their persis- 
tent wickedness, 

This revelation must have been a ter- 
rible shock to Habakkuk. He knew that 
his people deserved God’s judgment, but 
he was puzzled to learn that the Lord 
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was going to let the heathen Babylonians 
execute it. Read what he says in verses 
twelve and thirteen. What does he say 
about the Lord? (He calls Him holy, 
and so pure that He cannot even look 
upon sin.) How glad I am that this is 
true! Because God is holy, we know 
that He will keep every promise He has 
made, Of course, if we had no Saviour, 
God’s holiness would just make our con- 
demnation certain. But, thank God, we 
have a Saviour, so God’s holiness makes 
our salvation certain. 

Verse twelve shows the prophet’s faith 
in God. He does not say, “Oh, if the 
Chaldeans overrun this land and carry 
us away into captivity, our nation will 
be wiped out.” No, he says, “We shall 
not die.” The Chaldeans will only be 
used to correct us. How did Habakkuk 
know this? (God had promised to pre; 
serve the Israelites.) Very good. He 
had, and Habakkuk believed God. But 
there were some things he could not 
understand. Read Habakkuk 2:1. He 
says he will wait until the Lord speaks 
to him again, and he waits humbly for 
God’s time. People sometimes say, 
“Why does God allow this?” or, “Why 
does He allow that?” Such questions 
are wrong. We have no right to judge 
God. It is He who judges us. Habakkuk 
knew this—that he was the one who 
would need reproof when he questioned 
the Lord’s acts. 

Read God’s answer to him in verses 
two to four. He tells Habakkuk that 
Hig answer is so important that it must 
be recorded in His holy Book, and those 
who read the message must run with it 
to others. And that answer is, “The just 
shall live by his faith.” This verse, our 
Golden Text for today, is so important 
that it is quoted three times over by 
inspiration, in Romans 1:17, Galatians 
3:11, and Hebrews 10:38. 

The verse, “The just shall live by his 
faith,” is sometimes called “the watch- 
tower” revelation to the Prophet Habak- 
kuk. Can you guess why? (Because 
in chapter 2, verse 1, he says, “I will 
stand upon my watch, and set me upon 
the tower, and will watch to see what 
he will say unto me.”) That’s it. Well, 
this watchtower revelation to Habak- 
kuk became the watchword of the great 
Protestant Reformation. The Church of 
Rome was teaching that salvation came 
by paying money to the church and do- 
ing other good works. Martin Luther 
found an old Bible in the monastery 
where he was living, and the words, 
“The just shall live by faith,” which 
are repeated there four times, opened 
his eyes to see that salvation comes not 
by works, but by faith in. Christ. 

The Christian life is a life of faith 
from the first moment we put our trust 
in our Saviour until we reach Heaven. 
If we live the Christian life as it should 
be lived, in close touch with the Lord 
Himself, we will find it more thrilling 





than anyone can possibly imagine who 
has never tried it. 

The Prophet Habakkuk was certainly 
one of “the just” who live by faith. 
His whole prophecy shows a love of 
righteousness and a hatred of evil. Ha- 
bakkuk lived by faith. Read verses 17, 
18 in the last chapter. Here in beau- 
tiful poetic language he is saying the 
equivalent of, “Even if everything I de- 
pend on in this world is swept away, 
so that I am without the necessities of 
life, yet I will rejoice in the Lord, the 
God of my salvation.” Isn’t that grand! 
No one is able to say that who has not 
taken time to pray and to listen to the 
Word of God. In the last verse of this 
Book the prophet is still full of faith. 
He has no fears for the future because 
of God. Notice the two “will makes.” 
Not “I hope He will,” but, “He will.” 
Habakkuk could have sung with all his 
heart: - 


We'll praise God for all that is past 
And trust Him for all that’s to come.

By 
our faith in the Lord Jesus we have life 
forever (John 3:36). If we trust God 
when things look unfair, we have a bet- 
ter life now, instead of being discour- 
aged. This verse is repeated three more 
times in the Bible, so it must be im- 
portant! (Rom. 1:17; Gal. 3:11; Heb. 
10:38.) It is very important, too, be- 
cause of what happened when a man had 
faith in this part of God’s Word. (Tell 
the story of Martin Luther and the place 
this verse had in the beginning of Prot- 
estantism. Consult an encyclopedia or 
the public library.) 

Make a.copy of this important verse 
to put up at home and one to go on the 
bulletin board for the message from 
God’s Word that will stand forever.

UCILLE and her mother walked up 
the steps to the doctor’s office. That 
is, Lucille’s mother walked up the steps. 
Lucille herself hopped up them! She 
had been to the doctor’s many, many 
times.‘ And while she did not really 
enjoy the things that the doctor had to 
do to her sometimes, she did like the 
doctor. And she knew that even the 
painful things that he did were helping 
to make her a healthier girl. Oh, how 
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she longed to be well and strong as her 
playmates were! 

Lucille was in the waiting room only 
a few minutes and then she was behind 
two closed doors, right inside the room 
where so many times the doctor had 
stuck her with needles, bandaged vari- 
ous things, and given good and bad tast- 
ing medicines. In a few minutes the 
doctor breezed in. He talked with her 
and her mother. He poked here and 
there and examined the patient care- 
fully. Then he called the hospital and 
asked that they get a room ready for 
Lucille. 

“Why do I have to go to the hospital, 
Doctor Laird?” she wanted to know.

There was a lot to do at home. Her 
dolls had to be put to bed. She had 
to feed her parakeet and give her mother 
instructions how to take care of him 
while she was away (though Mother 
knew all the time, of course). Then 
she packed her own little suitcase, and 
away they went. 

The nurses and doctors in the hos- 
pital were very kind to Lucille, and she 
liked them at once. Even though she 
was a little girl she had been to the 
hospital many, many times. And some 
of the things the doctors did really hurt. 
Usually she was very brave. Often she 
said verses of Scripture that she had 
memorized. But all of a sudden that 
evening, great big tears covered her 
lovely blue eyes and rolled down in 
little puddles on the sheet. “Mommy,” 
she cried, “why doesn’t the Lord get me 


well like we’ve asked Him? Doesn't 
He hear me when I pray?”

But always we 
must remember that God’s way is per- 
fect (Psa. 18:30), and He never makes 
one mistake.

“In the long, long ago, God listened 
to the cry of Habakkuk, a prophet. He 
said, ‘O Lord, how long shall I cry, and 
thou wilt not hear!’

Habakkuk 
was seeing God’s people suffer terribly 
from neighboring enemies (Chaldeans) 
who had invaded their land. The ene- 
mies were idol worshipers, and because 
they did not love and worship the true 
and living God, they made God’s people 
suffer. Habakkuk and the people of 
God had seen God’s holiness trampled 
under foot. They had heard the Lord’s 
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‘name taken in yain. They felt they 

. could not stand it any longer. Every- 
thing that was sinful had been set up 
by the enemies as being right. No won- 
der the Prophet Habakkuk cried, ‘How 
long shall I cry?’ No wonder he was 
afraid, 

“But the Lord God spoke to Habakkuk. 
It may have been in the quiet of the 
night when He spoke. Or it may have 
been as Habakkuk was on his knees 
praying. Then Habakkuk worshiped God 
and showed what complete faith and 
trust he had in God (vs. 12, 13). From 
then on Habakkuk realized that whatever 
God does is absolutely right. His ways 
are mercy and truth (Psa. 25:10). No 
matter what happens, always remember, 
dear little girl, that God is too good 
to be unkind. He is too wise to make 
mistakes. And, since you have received 
the Lord Jesus as your Saviour, you are 
His child. He loves you very dearly. 
Remember this Scripture verse, “The 
Lord is good, a strong hold in the day 
of trouble; and he knoweth them that 
trust in him’ (Nah. 1:7).” 

The next day after the operation, Lu- 
cille smiled up at her mother. “Mommy, 
this morning I kept saying, ‘What time 
I am afraid, I will trust in thee’ (Psa. 
56:3). And I trusted in Him, really truly.

ity lies in a faith that believes, with- 
out a shadow of doubt, that all things 
must work together for good to those 
who love God, however dark and mys- 
terious His ways may seem to us at 
the present moment. Because God is 
love and God is good He designs only 
that which is good for those who trust 
and obey. Those familiar with the 
poetry of John G. Whittier will recall 
how his soul was sustained in the pres- 
ence of man’s inhumanity by his un- 
shakable belief in the eternal goodness 
of God. He lived in a day when human 
life was of little worth. He heard the 
plaintive cry of the Negro slaves as they 
suffered cruel oppression at the hands 
of their callous and cruel masters. He 
saw tender, delicate Quaker women suf- 
fer shame, torture, death for conscience 
sake. Their persecutors were minis- 
ters of religion who believed they were 
doing God service. Whittier found sure 
security and peace in his faith that God 
had all things under His grand control, 
and that all was working for the eter- 
nal good of His own. Man’s cruelty 
did “but make the love of God more 
plain,” and thus he could say: 

Yet, in the maddening maze of things, 

And tossed by storm and flood, 

To one fixed trust my spirit clings; 

I know that God is good. 

The security of the apostle was fixed 
in his faith in the sovereign love of God, 
a love that would not let him go; a love 
that had laid up for him a good which 
would abundantly compensate him for 
any present sufferings and losses. Yea, 
he was certain that “the sufferings of 
this present time are not worthy to ‘be 
compared with the glory which shall be 
revealed in us” (Rom. 8:18), He concludes 
this glorious chapter with the strong 
conviction that of every evil that may 
befall him none can wrench him from 
“the love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord” (8:39), nor rob him of 
that ultimate good which God had de- 
signed, and reserved in Heaven, for all 
who love Him. When Stanley found 
David Livingstone in the heart of Af- 
rica he was deeply impressed with the 
fact that though he had suffered so 
deeply he was free from harassing 
anxieties, distraction of mind, complaints 
about his lot. As he lived with him 
he saw that Livingstone was master of 
his circumstances and the secret was his 
unswerving faith “in the goodness of 
God.” A quiet steadfast faith that 
everything that happens fits into the 
divine pattern for good gives a sense 
of security and peace in life’s darkest 
hours.

E HAVE considered, in the last two 
weeks, neighborliness between the 
United States and Canada and with 
Latin America. In this third and last 
topic in the series, “Broadening Our 
Neighborliness,” we are to think of the 
whole world as our field of activity,

It has become more and more appar- 
ent with the passing years that no nation 
lives to itself economically. Some of us 
will remember that during World War II 
our supplies of tin and rubber and qui- 
nine, largely imported from other lands 
under normal conditions, were inade- 
quate for our needs, and all sorts of 
substitutes had to be used,

There was a time, not too long ago, 
when, politically, the United States con- 
sidered itself reasonably independent of 
other lands. Located between two broad 
oceans, our people felt reasonably se- 
cure from attack. But the development 
of the airplane, and particularly the in- 
vention of guided rockets and the dis- 
covery of atomic power, have all served 
to bring home to our people the fact 
that the United States is very much 
concerned politically with what is going 
on in other lands. We have seen the value 
of having good friends and neighbors 
among the nations of the earth and 
that we cannot afford, politically, to 
ignore the peoples of other lands or 
look upon them as inferior or unim- 
portant, 

se 

In the spiritual realm, Christians in 
America have perhaps been conscious 
for a much longer time of their world 
responsibility. Wherever the Gospel 
has gone, men and women have been 
made aware of an obligation to carry 
the Good News to the uttermost parts 
of the earth. America was settled in 
a large measure by Bible-believing, God- 


fearing men and women, and while our. 


land has not done by any means all that 
it could in the way of missionary endeavor, 
nevertheless there have been many who 
have prayed and given of their substance 
for missionary effort, and there have been 
thousands of American young men and 
women who have heard God’s call to 
the foreign fields and have given up 
homes and families and loved ones to 
go forth with the Gospel to those ‘in 
other lands who have not yet heard that 
Christ died for them, too. 

Perhaps there are some who have gone 
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from your church or even from your 
young “ee gees Why not make 
a list of these? You will want to add 
to this list outstanding men and women 
from your denomination. Your pastor 
can help you with this.

You will also want to include such 
names as Samuel J. Mills, James Rich- 
ards, Francis Robbins, Harvey Loomis, 
Gordon Hall, Luther Rice, Byron Green, 
Adoniram and Ann Judson, Samuel 
Newell, and Samuel Nott. Some of these 
never reached the foreign field, but 
were responsible for the beginnings and 
early developments of modern American 
missions through the now famous “Hay- 
stack Prayermeeting” at Williamstown, 
Mass., and later at Andover Seminary, 
in the early 1800’s. You will want to 
add some of the early American mis- 
sionary pioneers in China which will in- 
clude such names as the Rev. E. C. 
Bridgman and the Rev. David Abeel, 
Dr. S. Wells Williams and Dr. Peter 
Parker. There are, of course, many, 
many others. Should you wish to give 
thumbnail sketches of any, Dr. Glover’s 
book, “The Progress of World-Wide Mis- 
sions” (Harper and Bros., New York 16;

riage and home life, his earnest efforts 
to win the white man tye better un- 
derstanding of the Indians, is a fascinat- 
ing but poignant tale of a people and 
an era in our country’s history. There 
are fine characters both Indian and 
white, but none surpass the beloved 
“Chief Morningside,” who, in spite of 
difficulty and discouragement, founded 
an Indian church and was chosen to 
become its first pastor. He lived to a 
good old age, loved and honored by 
both whites and Indians. 


Life in the Spirit. By J. C. Macaulay. 
(Wm. B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., Grand 
Rapids 3, Mich., $1.50.) Dr. Macaulay 
here presents sixteen studies in the work 
of the Spirit, especially as it is set forth 
in the Book of Acts. While this is fine 
Bible exposition, with many refreshing 
and illuminating comments on numerous 
passages, it is also an inspiring treatise 
on the Christian, life as it is pictured in 
the New Testament, 

All of the chapters are good, but two 
that are outstanding in this reviewer's 
opinion are “The Advent of the Spirit,” 
a sane discussion of Pentecost and its 
meaning for us, with timely warnings 
against extremes; and “The Leading of 
the Spirit,” which gives six warnings 
against false impressions and wise coun- 
sel on how to know God’s will. 

The book abounds in striking sen- 
tences and phrases that one would like 
to remember. For example: “The 
Spirit-filled man is not a cistern, but 
a fountain.” “The way to increasing 
Christliness is a deepening realization 
of our lack of attainment.” “The Holy 
Spirit will take such steps in leading 
as are necessary in any situation.” When 
the Spirit kept Paul from entering Asia 
and Bithynia, “. the restraint he 
sensed proved to be the corridor to en- 
largement.” “There is a brand of right- 
eousness which is rigid and thorny, but 
goodness is righteousnéss with a smile.” 

There is a clever outline at the head 
of each chapter, and the development 
of it is always satisfactory and written 
in a literary style of a high order, de- 
lightful to read. This volume will bring 
conviction, comfort, and enlightenment 
to all who seriously desire to live a 
more holy and useful Christian life. 


Mercy Forever. By Bertha B, Moore. 
(Wm. B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., Grand 
Rapids 3, Mich., $2.) It was a large 
family that “Uncle Paul” and “Aunt 
Marx Ann” Morgan left to mourn their 
departure, but their lives had a lasting 
influence for God. The one adopted 
daughter, Esther, and seven foster chil- 
dren, now grown up and scattered, had 
gathered for the funeral. They found 
themselves tied up with the troubles of 
one of their number, George Munday, 
fleeing from arrest for a crime he did 
not commit. There was much specula- 


tion among the neighbors about the will 
of the well-to-do couple, chief interest 
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. 
centering in the now rather run-down 
farm where the loved old home stood. 
Esther soon had a problem finding the 
right farmer for the lands she inherited, 
while Uncle Paul’s lumber business natu- 
rally fell to Bob, an earnest Christian 
endeavoring to pattern his life after 
that of his benefactor. It is a story full 
of action and suspense, ringing true to 
the old-time Gospel and with souls won 
for Christ through the testimony of the 
young people, 


Jesus in the Revelation. By Albert 
Hughes, B.A., D.D. (Crusader Gospel 


Association, 6 Humewood Drive, Toronto, 


Can., $1.25.) These nine studies center 
around John’s vision of Christ in the 
first chapter of the Revelation. Dr. 
Hughes gives first a brief study of “The 
Son of Man,” showing Him as the faith- 
ful Witness, the First-Born of the dead, 
and the Prince of the kings of the earth. 
Then he takes up the various aspects 
of the Man John saw: His clothing, 
and its meaning; the white hair, symbol- 
izing purity; the eyes of fire, and Christ's 
look as He gazed at people in the Gos- 
pels, and searches us; the feet of brass, 
represen‘ing strength, stability, and 
splendor (“If we fall at those feet in 
holy fear, we shall find salvation, pro- 
tection, instruction”); the voice like 
many waters, and how it calls to saint 
and sinner today; the lampstands, mean- 
ing he churches; the sword, which ‘i 
the conquering and controlling Word 
of Christ; and His wonderful face, ex- 
pressing sorrow, determination, and 
glory. This is a heart-warming study of 
the central Figure of the Revelation. 


The Land and the Book. By William 
M. Thomson, (Baker Book House, Grand 
Rapids 6, Mich., $4.95.) The land is Pal- 
estine; the Book is the Bible. Mr. 
Thomson, a missionary to Syria and Pal- 
estine for thirty years, describes the 
scenery and the manners and customs 
of Palestine as he actually saw and 
observed them. He relates this informa- 
tion as much as possible to Biblical allu- 
sion, thus explaining, clarifying, illumi- 
nating the sacred text. This one-volume, 
reprint edition of a monumental work 
is profusely illustrated, and completely 
indexed both as to the subjects and 
the Scripture verses discussed. Unfor- 
tunately, this photolithoprinted repro- 
duction of a work that is certainly 
worthy of being reintroduced to the pub- 
lic is not easy on the eyes: the type is 
so fine and small that it will tend to 
repel readers rather than attract them. 
Even so, students of the Bible should 
have a copy of this fact-filled work 
available for reference, for a wealth of 
information may be had from its pages.

The Messianic Prophecies of Daniel. 


By Edward J. Young, Th.M., Ph.D. (Wm. 
B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., Grand Rapids 3, 
Mich., $1.50.) When a lover of God’s 


Word picks up anything on Daniel, he 


usually expects to find something good. 
The author of this volume is professor 
of Old Testament in Westminster Semi- 
nary, of Philadelphia. He is also the 
author of several other volumes on Old 
Testament subjects. We are glad to see 
that he believes in the full inspiration 
of Daniel, saying, “If we take our stand 
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with the Lord Jesus Christ, we shall be 
compelled to, consider Daniel as Scrip- 
ture.” Along with all other real Chris- 
tians he believes that salvation is from 
God, and hence of grace. The volume 
deals almost wholly with chapters 2, 
7, and 9—that is, with the image vision 
of Nebuchadnezzar, the vision of the four 
beasts, but more fully with the prophecy 
of the seventy weeks. He believes that 
this last is a foundation prophecy, and 
he applies it in its entirety, by unusual 
reasoning, to the redemptive work of 
Christ. All through his exposition of 
these three chapters, the author is ex- 
tremely critical of dispensationalism, 
especially of the notes in the Scofield 
Reference Bible and of Dr. A. C. Gaebe- 
lein. We believe that he wrongly con- 
cludes that dispensationalism is a foe of 
the. doctrine of the Covenant of Grace. 
The thesis of his book is built for the 
most part on his own translation of 
Daniel 9:27. In this translation, he de- 
parts from the clear meaning of the 
three chief English versions of the Bible. 
We do not believe that he proves his 
point.
